Poanix (Ariz.,) Feb. 18.—[Special. ] 
If the seventeenth Legislature keeps up 
its present grist of law-making till the 
close of the session, Arizona attorneys 
will be obliged to take a day off and fa: 
miliarize themselves with the code.

St. Peter’s Cathedral Crowded With 
Thousands of 


Spain Afraid the United States Will 
Annex San Domingo. 


Denth of the Great German Banker Baron

Rome, Feb, 19,—[By Cable ond Asso- 
ciated Press.| At daybreak the peal- 
ing of church bells atinouncea the céle- 
bration of the Pope’s episcopal jubilee. 

By 4 o’clock thousands of pilgrims, 
tourists and citizens were crowded he- 
fore the doorsof St. Peter’s. Two bat- 
talions of infantry in full uniform were 
drawn up before the Cathedral ready 
to help the gens-d’armes in the 
preservation of order The crowd 
swelled steadily, but femained quiet, 
despite the tremehdots pressure 
caused by some 5000 ficket-hold- 
ers in a hoperese struggle to get 


mear the doors. -At 6 o'clock the 
cathedral doors were opened and 
the foremost portion of the crowd 


swept in. Within half an hour the 
great building was packed to the steps 
with 30,000 pilgrims and 25,000 or 
80,000 Catholics of this city, and no 
fewer than 40,000 persons were turned 
away by the military. 

THE POPE GREETBD. WITH CHEERS. 

The Pope entered the cathedral at 
9:45 a.m., pale but smiling, atid, ap- 
parently, in somewhat better health 
than usual. The cathedral rang with 
tumultuous cheering as the Pope was 
borne toward the altar. His Holiness 
officiated at the special jubilee mass, in- 
toning the opening words of the Te 
Deum, and giving his blessing in a clear, 
penetrating voice. 

The mass lasted until 10:45, but, ap- 
did not fatigue His Holiness. 

é¢ remained in the cathedral forty-five. 
minutes after the celebration, and then 
proceeded to his apartments. The 
crowds then dispersed slowly.

WESTERN DEFINITIONS OF “HONOR.” 


A i Girl Wins the Newspaper Prize 
of Ten Dollars. 
. [Kansas City Times. 
Miss Ethel Burnsof Jewell City, Kan., 
is the winner of the prize of $10 of- 
fered by the Times fors the best 
definition of--honor. This . was de- 
desided yesterday by a committee con- 


sisting of Judge John F. Phillips, of the 


United States District Court: Rev. Dr. 
S. M. Neel, pastor of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church, and Prof. Israel C. 
McNeill, assistant superintendent of 
the Kansas City public schools. The 
definition that won the prize follows: 
‘Honor -is-true nobleness. of mind, 
distinguished by moral and physical 


courage, and scorn of meaness in 
| thought or deed.”’ 7 
-Aside from the prize winner, the 


final list of definitions was made up as 
follows: 

“The hidden spring in human nature 
to right action.’’ 

This was finally rejected because the 
judges thought that it lacked breadth, 
although it received long cofisidera- 
tion. 

“An instant and exalted sense of 
obligation, feariess of adverse criti- 
cism, scorning alike reward or pun- 
ishment.’’ 

This received favorable and earnest 
consideration at the hands of one of 
the judges, but the others did not like it. 

“The undefinable loftiness of char- 
acter which cannot entertain any 
thought of a compromise with evil that 
benefit may accrue.’’ 

Little time was given tothisone. In 
the minds of the committee it lacked 
fluency. 

“An underlying silent principle which 
prompts man todo right because it is 
right.?’ 

For half an hour two of the judges 
held out for the above, but the argu- 
ment by the third that ‘‘to do right be- 
cause it is right’? is hackneyed won 
them away from it. 

“That respect for self and that regard 
for the esteem of others which prompts 
man to practice those exalted virtues 
most admired by our race.”’ 

This did not find a warm champion in 
either of the committee and was 
quickly passed. 

‘Honor respects the rights of all 
creatures, never betrays a trust, nor 
takes advantage of ignorance, weak- 
ness or innocence.” 

In the opinions of all the judges that 
lacked completeness. 

“Living up toa conception of perfect 
life, charity, justice, and right, to all.’’ 

This one lacked in fluency and was 
also incomplete. 

“The pure gold of sentiment, the key 
note of chivalry, the white light of the 
soul.’

Tucson, Feb. 17.—The delay in the 
coming of train this season had caused 
intense anxiety to those interested in 
cattle and agriculture. Arizona was 
not nearly so blessed with rain as 
Southern California. But now it is dif- 
ferent.. The late storm was a grand 
one. Allover the Territory it came, 
from an inch of rain in Tucson locality 
to four feet of snow (equalling four and 
one half inches of rain) in the moun- 
tains of Cochise. The Salt River, on 
which much depends, was recently at 
flood height. -—Even with no more rain 
soon the cattle interests are materially 
aided. 

The number of cattle now being fed 
from the alfalfa fields of Salt River 
Valley is estimated at 385,000 to 
50,000. Forty-nine carloads were 
shipped from Tempe last week, the 
the selling price of which was $26,000. 

Of Arizona pluck the Gazette says: 
‘‘Los Angeles advices, from private 
sources, are to the effect that the bitter 
two-year struggle between the cable 
and electric railroads there has practi- 
cally culminated in victory for the lat- 
ter. Consolidation willsoon take place, 
thereby perfecting one of the greatest 
street railway properties of the coun- 
try. Not the least pleasant feature in 
this large achievement is the fact that 
a Phoenix man, Gen. H. Sherman, 
will control the mammoth organization. 

‘‘Of course he must have had acertain 
innate genius for such work, but the 
Gazette ventures to imply that possibly 
this genius was nota little stimulated 
ana strenghened by Gen. Sherman’s 
humbler street car experience here, 
when the stolid mule motive power had 
to be generated by an infinite variety 
of kicks, blows and kaleidescopic cuss 
words. A man who could keep our 
home street cars a-moving with pigmy, 
rabbit-eared donkeys as the only trac- 
tion plant, must ‘necessarily become 
able torwrestle with rapid transit in 
any form, whether by cable, electric- 
itv, lunar attraction or occult Keeley 
storage.” 

Latest advices from the new coal 
fields, sixty miles northwest of Flag- 
staff, are that twenty men are working 
there, developing, little of which has 
vet been done. In sinking twenty feet 
two veins of coal were discovered, and 
one little seam of about one-half inch 
in thickness, This was found nearest 
the surface. Beneath this was found a 
vein one foot in thickness, and still 
lower a vein six feet thick. Samples 
of this latter had been sent to Trinadad 
and were found to possess excellent cok- 
ing qualities.

It is the intention to make Needles a 
city. Stock has been subscribed for a 
national bank there and a company to 
build waterworks.

One hundred and forty cars of So- 
nora oranges willbe shipped East this 
year. This is a conservative estimate. 
About half this number have already 
gone through Nogales, and are for- 
warded over the Santa Fé to New York 
and Chicago.

The man who owns a good fruit prop- 
erty in Salt River valley, from this 
time on, cau assume more. independ- 
ence and have more pleasure than the 
famous cotton kings of ante-bellum 
days. 

While water is running the placer 
mining business is being pushed. 

Mining in the Grand Cafion of the Colo- 
rado, on the new strike there, has 
proven a success. Ateight feet depth 
$308 ore was taken out. , 

Many people throughout the country 
believe the quotations from: the Ari- 
zona Kicker are genuine. Arizona 
papers have received a lot of postage 
stamps from that class who, addressing 
the supposed paper, guessed at the 
town, enclosed the stamps and asked 
that sample copies be sent. Perhaps 
as much amusement as comes from the 
Kicker varns anywhere is made in Ari- 
zona. Still, in being believed in the 
country at large, the Territory has un- 
doubtedly suffered. Occasionally a pro- 
test against the stuff is’ made, some- 
thing like the following from the Pres- 
cott Journal-Miner: An Arizona paper 
that copies the libelous hog wash con- 
cerning this Territory from the ‘‘Ari- 
zona Kicker’? department of the De- 
troit Free Press, must be hard up for 
copy. Itis a fact, however, that an 


occasional paper is found which en-. 


dorses this stuff by republishing it. It 
is devoid alike of both sense and humor, 
and is certainly not calculated to give 
a good impression of our Territory.

Large 
consignments are being shipped weekly 
from Phoenix, and the demand is grow- 
ing greater. In quality this stone is 
better than that taken out in Mexico, 
and several carloads have been shipped 
to England for, various ornamental 
purposes.

And so 
the originaldevice is uséd until the 
patent on it has almost expired; then, 
suddenly, one of the contesting claims 
onthe improvement is withdrawn, a 
patent is obtained on the other, and an- 
other monopoly is set up, practically 
doubling the length of the period dur- 
ing which the law allows to invertors 
the exclusive right to and profit from 
their inventions.

tuted. The public has never had the 
use of the best telephone invented.

And, while keeping its 
grip on its own patents and suppress- 
ing useful improvements as they were 
invented, by a resort to-the ‘‘interfer- 
ence’’ scheme, it has protected. these 
improvements against all comers, and, 
at the same time, has prevented them 
fromlosing any time. In other words, 
it does not allow patents to issue on 
them until its old patents are about run 
out. This is clearly a scheme to defeat 
the purpose of the law, which exacts 
that, while protection is furnished on a 
patent, the time of limitation shall run 
against it. If it can be proven that the 
telephone company maintained ‘‘inter- 
ferences’? by ‘means of their own 
agents or dummies, the courts will un- 
doubtedly decide that the time of lim- 
itation has been running against them 
since the first application.

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“NEW STREET LAW. 


The Proposed. Measure for the 


Status of the Bill Now Pend- 
Ing Before the Legislature. 


City Attorney McFarland Tells Why 
He Thinks It Should Pass, 


An Amendment Which Practically De- ‘ 
stroys Jts Utility—Strong Opposi-— 
tion Developed from San Fran- 
cisco and Onkland. 

A Trwgs reporter called upon City, 
attorney McFarland yesterday to in- 
quire as to the status of the bill which 
he had prepared and presented to the 
Legislature in relation to the change of 
grade of streets, Mr, Mcfarland stated 
that the bill which he had prepared had 
been amended in many respects, one of 
which he thought practically destroyed 
its utility, and that the amended bill 
had Seen reported on favorably in com- 
mittee and stood pretty well up on the 
calendar in the Assembly, having been 
read the second time. Among the rea- 
sons given by Mr. McFarland why the 
bill should have been passed as he had 
prepared it were the following: 

The present law was prepared in San 
Francisco and passed in 1891, and is 
defective in many particulars. It pro- 
vides that the City Council may give 
notice of its intention to change the 
grade of a street, and that the property- 
owners claiming damages by reason of 
the change of grade may present their 
petitions or protests against the same, 
and that if the City Council is then of 
the opinion that the petitions present 
proper cases for damages, that they 
may appoint commissioners to estimate 
thesame. Thisisin violation of the con- 
stitutional provision that property shall 
not be taken or damaged for public use 
without compensation being first paid 
the owner, which compensation shall 
de ascertained by a jury, unless waived. 
fhe new act has remedied this defect 
and provides that the Council shall ap- 
point commissioners to estimate the 
damages whenever a claim is presented. 
The appointment of commissioners, of 
course, does not do away with the ne- 
cessity of a jury trial, in case it is de- 
manded, but their report is merely pre- 


A provision is inserted that in case the 
award of the commissioners is not ac- 
cepted, the property-owners shall have 
arighttoatrial by jury. The act of 
1891 merely provides for the. as- 
sessing upon a_ district of the 
damages done to private property by 
ceason of a change of grade, and in no 
wavy provides for the assessing upon the 
same orany other district the cost of 
joing the grading or regrading. The 
Vrooman act provides that the. cost of 
grading or regrading astreet may be 


assessed upon a district, but’ makes no |. 


provision for assessing\upon the same 
or any other district the consequent 
damages done to private property by 
reason of a change of grade or the re- 
grading of a street; consequently, if 
we attempt to grade a street which has 
already been graded in order to estim- 
ate, assess and callect damages caused 
to the property by such change of: 
grade, we will have to proceed. under 
the act of 1891; and then in. order fo 
assess the actual cost of doing the work 
In making the street conform to the 
new grade, we would have to proceed 
ander the provisions of the Vrooman 
act, 'thereby necessitating two boards 
of commisioners, two proceedings, two 
assessments, two collections and prob- 
ablytwosales. Therefore the act which 
has been drawn provides that whenever 
tke City Council desires to change or 
modify the grade of a street, and at the 
‘same time after such changed or modi- 
fied grade has been established, to have 
the same regraded to a. new grade, that 
in such a case all the proceedings may 
be had therein by one set of commis- 
sioners, but one assessment to cover the 
total cost of the damages as well as the 
tost of the work, which will thus 
necessitate but one assessment and one 
collection, In case the Council desires 
to change or modify the grade ofa 
street which has not been graded, then 
pf course the provisions in regard 
to the assessment of -the cost of 
joing the work or regrading the 
ttreetdo not apply. The act also pro- 
vides that in case the City Council sees 
fit after they have changed the grade 
of a street to have it regraded or re- 
surfaced with other or different mate- 
tial, that they shall have that power. 
This is a wise provision, as in many 
cases after the grade ofa street has 
been changed it might be desired to 
pave instead of gravel. The constitu- 
tion requiring that alldamage done to 
private property by reason of its being 
taken or damaged for public use shall 
be paid in advance precludes the idea 
of issuing bonds for the payment of the 
damages or for the costs of doing the 
work, as the property-owner would 
have the right to refuse to take the 
bonds; neither could, they be is- 
tued in advance of the actual perform- 
ance of the work, and it not being prac- 
ticable to pay cash for the damages 
and issue bonds for the cost of perform- 
ing the work when both have to be col- 
lected under one assessment, it is there- 
fore provided that in cases under that 
ict the provisions in regard to issuing 
bonds should not apply. In most cases 
where the grade of a street is proposed 
to be changed it is not done for the ben- 
efit of the immediate property-owners 
along the changed grade, but for the 
good of the public generally. Conse- 
quently, if the owners of the property 
who are to be damaged were to be al- 
lowed to protest against the work it 
would never be done. Section 1251 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure provides 
that in all cases where damages 
have been estimated under the 
law of eminent domain, that the 
amount shall be paid into. court within 
thirty days after its final judgment. 
It can be readily seen that. the 
damages contemplated by this act could 
not be paid within that time, and it 
would be impossible to make the assess- 
‘ment and ccllect the money within 
thirty days. For that reason a pro- 
vision had been inserted in the .act 
that section’ 1251 shall not apply to 
proceedings taken under this act, 
There is also a provision that any pro- 
ceeding for the change of a grade of. 
street which is now pending from and 
.after the passage of the act may be 
conducted under its provisions as 
far as any step which is to be 
taken subsequent to the - passage 
of the act. For instance, in the Tem- 
ple street suit, where there were 200

A Largé Congregation at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, 


An Eloquent Discourse by Dr. Leffiingwell 
of Ohicago—The Usual Services at 
the Church of the Unity— | 
Palpit and Pew. 


Rev. Isaac Naylor, the Yorkshire 
evangelist, preached yesterday morn- 
‘ing at Simpson Church to a congrega- 
tion that nearly filled the lower audito- 
rium. Mr. Naylor is a rapid, earnest 
speaker, full of dramatic action, and 
made a deep impression on his listeners. 
He has been engaged in evangelistic 
work for eleven years in England, and 
came to this country on a twelve 
months’ vacation last June. He began 
preaching in Philadelphia with great 
success, and since that time has been 
almost constantly in the pulpit, holding 
meétings in various cities in the Hast. 
By advice of his physician he came to 
California, where he expects to remain 
till June, returning to England in the 
fall. Yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock 
he spoke to the young people, and held 

a general service in the evening. He 
is full ot the old-fashioned Methodist 
fire, zeal and enthusiasm. Services 
will be held each afternoon and even- 
ing this week, except Saturday. 

ENGLISH LUTHERAN. 

Last évening at the English Lutheran 
Church, Eighth and Flower streets, the 
pastor, Rev. M. H. Stine, preached on 
‘Phe Scene of Christ’s Temptation.”’ 
He opened his discourse by referring to 
the view from the Mount of the Tempta- 
tion. ‘This mountain nature has 
posted, sentinel-like, on the edge of the 
Jordan Vailey. From it we look down 
upon the Dead Sea stretching south- 
ward, quiet as a ‘child in dreamless 
slumber bound.’ We see the Jordan 
rushing wildly, as if in conscious haste, 
to bury itself in its strange Dead Sea 
tomb. We look upon. the dark moun-. 
tains of Moab, from which Moses viewed 
the promised land, and Elijah was borne 
in the chariot of God to his home beyond 
the cloids. The Mount of Temptation 
lies north by west of the’site of ancient. 
Jericho. For centuries already it has 
been looked upon as the scene -of 
Christ’s temptation. From the Jordan, 
where Christ was baptized, to this 
mountain, is less than half a day’s 
journey. The wilderness of Sinai, 
which, some say, was the place of the 
temptation,’ is much farther away. 
There are caves in the mountain side 
placed here by the early Christians. 
The whole mountaiu side is literally 
honeycombed with these frock hewn 
cells. The rains and storms of céntu- 
ries have rendered some of them inac- 
cessible. Many yedrs ago lights, it is 
said, burned in every cell, causing the 
nountain to look like a starlight enii- 
aence. 

‘Even here these pious men could not 
escape the ills of life, nor the tempter’s 
power. The evil one never aban loned 
a soul this side the pearly gates.” _ 

Referring to Christ’s temptation, the 
speaker said: ‘‘To say Christ did not 
suffer from the tempter is to deny the 
truth. Christ was hungry, and as far 
as bodily wants are concerned suffered 
just as much as youand I, The man in 
great hunger who never steals, suffers 
more from the temptation than the 
hungry thief. We cannot hope to es: 
cape temptation, but we can keep from 
falling. The dogs of thieves and mur- 
derers will not set upon their owners, 

but will attack purest strangers. So 
the devil tries his arts upon the pure 
Yather than his sworn children.’ 
CENTRAL METHODIST CHURCH. 

A spirit of zeal and enthusiasm seemed 
to pervade the services at Central 
Church yesterday. In response to spe- 
cial invitations sent out by the superin- 
tendent of the Sundday-&chool, J. A. 
Williams,.there was a large increase in 
attendance. Mr. Hall of - University 
sang ‘Is your. light shining, my 
brother?’? with such. distinctness and 
meaning thatit madea deep impres- 
sion. Col. Ormsby of. Iowa, a,member 
of the International Sunday-school 
Board, gate an interesting talk at, the 
close of the ‘lesson study, and sang 
‘Throw out the life lise.” The super- 
intendent stated that within our field of 
work, as a Methodist Church, there are 
2000 homes, representing 8000 peo~ 
ple, to whom the church and Sunday- 
school may.‘‘throw out the life line.”’

Nothing 
less than a divine movement in human 
affairs could have endured what the 
church has undergone. In his work 
Nehemiah divides his forces and they 


| built on different parts of the walls. So

Meeting of the Teachers’ Institute— Notes 
and Personakg 

The meeting of the Teacher's Institute, 

Saturday, was opened with the reading of 

a series of papers presented at an Eastern 


| educational convention, upon “‘The School 


of the Future.’’ These papers, which were 
able and interesting, were not so satisfac- 
tory as they would have been if atcredited 
totheir respectiveauthors. The discussion 
following was participated in by Mr. Mc. 
Duffy, Rev. Philip Thacher, J. C. Hassinger, 
Rev. Mr. Wertzel; Superintendent Thur- 
mond, Rev. Mr. Wilson; James L. Barker 
and Mr. Knepper, of the Press. Mr. Mc. 
Duffy unexpectedly flung down a firebrand 
by arguing very eloquently, ably, and at 
some iength, in.opposition to manual 
training as a part Of the public school 
training, and denying the claim made: by 
its supporters that it promoted intellectual 
vigor, and would cure all the ills that per- 
meated our public school system. Mr. 
McDuffy- conténded-that manual training 
was like class legislation, and that learn. 
ing to ghandle carpemter’s tools was no 
more an ‘aid to mental development than 
the handling of a hoe, or the implements 
of any other honest trade. 

The speakers who followed occasionally 
‘touched upon some outside topic, but their 
arguments wére ohicfiy aimed toward 
crushing Mr. McDuffv» 

Mr. Thacher produced the most concla- 
sive argumenf'in the assertion that he had 
corresponded with the principals of every 
manual training schoolin the country,,and 
theif testimony ‘was*unanimous that the- 
boys who took’ the course in manual 
training were ahead, in - taeir regular 
studies, of the hoys who had not taken it. 
and that not a single physical break-down 
hadoccurred among the high school boys 
who had taken this course. He wound up 
with an eloquent’ peroration, declaring 
“education is the best legacy we-can leave 
to our children. -Who would not rather in- 
herit wisdom than allthe gold of Califor- 
nia? The best educated nations are al. 
ways the richest. The educated man al- 
ways carries his capital with him, and no 
one can deprive him of it. Education gives 
us the citizens who render the noblest ser- 
vice to the Nation.”” 

Wertzel’s thoaghtful little discourse 
took deep hold upon the hearts and mem. 
ories of the hearers..-He told a story of a 
small boy who was puzzling over a problem 
asking for the sum of two apples and two 
apples. The ehild was asked by his mother 
in surprise if he dig, not know that two. ap- 
ples and two applés “made four apples? 
‘Yes, I Know,’’ he wearily replied, ‘‘b it 
is the process that¢wears me out.’’ The 
speaker dwelt upon thiscry. It is the pro- 
cess that kills. He drew an inspiring pic- 
ture of the teacher ofthe future, who will 
come to the classroom with no bookin his 
hand, and who will educate by the force 
and tire of his own personality, permitting 
no mechanism of the schoolroom to inter- 
fere between him.and the pupil. 

The meeting closed with a kindly iittle 
talk by Mr. Kiggpperaygho laid great 
stress upon an even development of all the 
senses and abilities, and the building up‘of 
character, which he regarded as one of the 
highest aims of education.

Sunday Closing of the World’s Fair 
Discussed by Rev. Mr. Dye. 


Some of the Reasons Why He Thinks the 
Exhibition Should Be Closed on the 
Sabbath—The Depaty Ques- 
tion—Personals, 


SANTA ANA. 
For several weeks Rev. G. E. Dye, of the 
Baptist Church in thiscity, has been deliver- 


ing a prelude to each of his Sunday evening 


sermons upon various topics, which are be- 
coming prominent features of his services. 
Last evening he preached a twenty-minute 
Gospel sermon on ‘Grace Abundant,’’ but 


ppreceding this he spoke earnestly of the 


closing of the World’s Fair on Sunday. As 
this is a matter which, at the present time, 
is interesting to almost everybody, the fol- 
lowing extracts are made from his re- 
marks: 

“It is a misfortune that the question of 
the opening of the World's Fair on Sunday 
should again be opened. It was the express 
condition of the national gift that it should 
remain closed on that day. It is, beyond 
all controversy, a fact that a vast majority 
of the people of the United States are op- 


posed to Sunday opening. It will not do to 


try to belittle this fact by the declaration 
that they are bigots and fanatics, who wish 
to deprive other people of their rights and 
compel other people to adopt their ideas. 
Such statements are foolish and begging 
the question. Bigotry belongs as much to 
unbelief as to belief. The opponents of 
Sunday-closing are among the most wild 
and foolish bigots. The fact remains that, 
despite the howlings of the mob, the larg- 
est body of intelligent, thoughtful, con- 
servative, patriotic and moral citizens of 
the land, the great bulk of tne Christian 
church membership of the United States is 
opposed to Sunday-opening. If it were the 
eve of a presidential campaign, no party 
would dare go before the country opposed 
to closing the Columbian Exposition on Sun- 
day. It would be snowed under so deep 
that it would be hard to find. The church 
membership ot America is entitled to re- 
spect on this vital matter. 
THE DEPUTY QUESTION. 

James G. Scarborough, Orange county's 
District Attorney, returned Saturday even- 
ing from Sacramento, where he has been 
for the past week endeavoring to soive the 
perplexing deputy estion, which has 
been ‘giving Orange county so much 
trouble, especially within the past few 
months.

formerly paid to the old officer and the 
necessary deputies to transact the business 
of the office, so that while there is a division 
of duties there will be no increase of taxa- 
tion.

Scarborough says he was assured before he 
left Sacramento that the bill will be passed 
in both houses as soon as it comes from,the 
printer, which will be some time during 
the present week.

Impressions of a Trip Along the 
Line of the Panama Canal. 


What Hon. J. D. Mciregor, a Canadian 
Member of Parli@ment, Thinks of 
the Status of the Great 

_ Enterprise. 


Hon. J. D. McGrefor, member of the 
provincial Parliament from County 


and steel manufacturer of New Glas- 
cow, N. S., who have been touring for 
the pasttwo months, the last four weeks 
in Southern California, left last night 
tor Fresno.. 

Messrs. McGregor and McKey left 
home immediately after Christmas, and 
on December 30 left New York in the 
steamship City of Para, bound for As- 
pinwall. The trip to Aspinwall was un- 
eventful, inasmuch as the steamer 
touched at no place until arriving at 
her destination, going to the east of 
Cuba, but sighting several of the Ba- 
hamas. The trip was a very pleasant 
one, the gentlemen stated, taking just 
fifteer days out. 

Artiving at Colon, a day was spent in 


viewing the machinery and works of 
that gigantic undertaking. 

In view of the great scandal in con- 
nection with the building of the Pan- 
ama Canal, the einvestigation of which’ 
was then attracting the attention of the 
civilized world, and which terminated 
in the conviction and sentence to penal 
institutions of several of the foremost 
promoters and financiers, and, in Mr. 
McGregor’s opinion, the greatest engi- 
neer that has ever lived, Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, these gentlemen made some 
careful studies of the scheme while on 
the ground, and talked with many peo- 
ple there directly and indirectly con- 
nected with the canal scheme. 

Those interviewed regarded the in- 
vestigation as a prosecution of these 
great promoters, brought about by 
political enemies and less successful 
promoters and financiers, who were 
jealous. That there had been money 
usélessly expended, even profligacy 
indulged in, was not denied, but this, 


Mr. McGregor, in an interview said, 
regarding the canal scheme and -that 
country: 

“We visited that port of the city of 
Colon known as Colombo, which was 
built and occupied by the canai com- 
pany. There are many fine residences 
that were, built for the officials of the. 
canalcompany, and hundreds of neat 
cottages for the employés, and on a 
prominence are two elegant residences, 
fitted up and handsomely 
furnished for Count Ferdinand de Les- 
seps and his son, Charles, costing over 
$100,000 each. The streets of Col- 
ombo are beautifully laid out and 
shaded with palms, while tropical 
plants and shrubbery line the walks 
and fill the grounds. 

‘‘Along the dock at Colon are strewn 
thousands of great granite blocks lyin 
around in confusion that cost upward 
of $20 each and are useless. 

‘‘We were told that there were thou- 
sands of tons of steel and costly ma- 


lowlands adjoining the docks that had 
never been used—buried to get rid of it. 

“But. 7° north of the equator, the 
climate is hot, moist and very un- 
healthy, owing to a great extent to the 
rank vegetation, which grows very fast, 
and decomposes quite as quickly, pro- 
ducing a continual stench, especially 
during fogs, which prevail. | 

“The history “of this Isthmus 
country is one of robbery, mur- 
der and pestilence. Of a 
lation of probably seven or eight 
thousard, there is a very. small 
percentage of what could be termed 
respectable. The greater number are 
of the ignorant, illiterate, 
classes of low-born white renegades, 
negroes, Chinese, and in fact of all na- 
tions, the population being cosmopoli- 
tan in the broadest sense.

‘“‘When we took the railroad train for 
Panama, we expected to find on the way" 
a mixture of desert and rough mountains, 
but we were mistaken, First through a 
swampy jungle, then through seemingly 
impenetrable pampas’ grass levels, 
wooded hills and heavy growths of 
tropical vegetation; the scene was as 
varied as interesting. 

‘The railway is forty-seven miles in 
length, although the distance across the 
isthmus is less than thirty miles as the 
crow flies. The greatest elevation the 
road attains is less than 200 feet, and 
the highest point along the railway line 
is less than 300 feet. 

“The great canal almost parallels the 
railway, crossing it twice. About one- 
half the distance of the canal’s course 
between the two oceans will be along 
the bed of the Chagres River, which, 
when widened and sfraightened, 
will be utilized. Whenever we 
came’ within sight of the river 
we saw. the banks and bed of 
the stream studded with immense 
dredging machines and other machin- 
ery, While numerons spurs and side 
tracks were filled with engines, con- 
struction cats and machinery and sup- 


plies—all unused, while numerous ware- | 


houses and sheds are filled with other 
supplies and machinery, This machin- 
ery is kept in corfdition, however, and 
the warehouses and other buildings are 
kept painted and in repair, which in- 
volves a monthly expenditure of about 
$30,000 to officials in charge and em- 
ployés. On the higher lands along the 
line of work there are neat cottages 
for officers and employés, all owned by 


the canal company, the laborers being 


of the lowest element, who are lazy and 
vicious, and for the most part live on 
yams and bananas, and fish when they 
are not too lazy. 3 

“I do not care to express an opinion 
as to thé practicability of the great 
canal, even should it be completed, 
that would be tospeculate, to say the 
least.
